Now that the morning and evening mobile groups are talking to one 
another again we find that a few operating techniques have changed, 


In the oid days before the Messy-Jars precluded the downfall of 

our mobiles, we found that the good ole Elmers got through and we 
had good company and rag chews to and from work, Times have changed 
and we are in a new era where a group of active PhileMonters are 
mobile on 75 meters around 3993 KC, LSB. The W-1's, W-8'"s and 

W-4's know we are on and they are starting to respect the fact that 
Phil-Mont is operating. 


With this new medium, using SSB transceivers, we often find the 
station we turn the QSO over to, comes back to us sounding very 
bassie which on LSB indicates he tuned the last transmission on 
the high side causing his transmitted signal to sound low or bassie, 
This comes about by the fact that using LSB he sounds LOW when 
he’s HIGH and sounds HIGH when he’s LOW, “Positively Scientific 
Set Back" It is however sometimes an advantage to copy the other 
fellow sounding a fittle higher pitched as the signal cuts through 
better, but when operating transceiver the QSO will continually 
move higher in frequency each time returning occurs. You don't 
have to sound like Donald Duck! 


It is very easy to maintain natural sounding transmissions on SSB 
if one of the stations acts as anchor man and the rest of the group 
tune to that station for natural sounding communications and by so 
doing you stop chasing everybody's frequency. Why not join ne 
group--even QQH sounds good hiding behind W3RQZ's call,
